as on the east coast, hence the 
slum p, due largely to the storm , 
has not been as seriously felt.

You w on’t 
find a more hojieful group o f peo­ 
ple anywhere than the native citi­ 
zen and the perm anent resident 
who has adopt<*«j Florida as his 
own. 
And a1! are certain Florida 
will “come back.” 
The rejuvena­ 
tion will com m ence next Seaton, 
they are certain, and eventually 
all Florida w ill be on a more solid 
and substantial b asis than before 
the “tem porary setback.” 
G ettysburg's 
tourist 
business 
would be increased tenfold if its 
people had but a spark o f the fire 
of jiep, p rogressiveness and far­ 
sightedness that p re\a ils every­ 
where in Florida.

and eat cactus without burning off 
the thistles." 
One Skeleton Preserved 
The camels were seized with other 
government property by the confed­ 
erate armies at the outbreak of the 
Civil war. 
Some of them were sold 
and driven to Mexico, others escaped 
and, according to the Memphis Argus, 
least one was used by 
one of 
Sterling Price’s captains to carry his 
company baggage. 
Federal .soldiers in Arkansas were 
vastly surprised to find three of the 
animals at large in Arkansas, where 
they had wandered. 
Wild camels 
were reported as late as 1901 in Ari­ 
zona and the state of Sonora, Mexico, 
and a San Antonio paper, a short 
while later, reported that a camel in 
a visiting show bore the government 
brand. 
The skeleton of one of the 
animals is preserved by the w ar de­ 
partm ent in a W ashington museum.
